(U) Clandestine operation 

An activity to accomplish intelligence, 
counterintelligence, and other similar ac- 
tivities sponsored or conducted by govern- 
mental departments or agencies, in such a 
uay as to assure secrecy or concealment 
(It differs from covert operations m that 
emphasis is placed on concealment of the 
operation rather than on concealment of 
the identity of the sponsori (JCS Pub h 



(U) Covert operations 

Operations that are so planned and execut- 
ed as to conceal the identity of or permit 
plausible denial by the sponsor. They differ 
from clandestine operations in that the em 
phasis is placed on concealment »>f the 
identity of the sponsor rather than conceal- 
ment of the operation (JCS Pub I ) 
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(U) Low visibility operations 

Sensitive operations wherein the political/ 
military restrictions inherent in covert and 
clandestine operations are either not neces- 
sary or not feasible; actions are taken as 
required to limit exposure of those in- 
volved or their activities or both Execu- 
tion of these operations is undertaken with 
the knowledge that the action or sponsor- 
ship of the operation may preclude plausi- 
ble denial by the initiating power. 

(U) Operations security 

The process of denying adversaries infor- 
mation about friendly capabilities and in- 
tentions by identifying, controlling, and 
protecting indicators associated with plan- 
ning and conducting military operations 
and other activities. Also called Oi'SEC
